Coal dust explosions, which have caus- 
ed the majority of the groat mine dis- 
aster?, always occur during tho winter 
months, and are caused by atmospher- 
ic conditions, duo to heating, which 
dries the air after it Is brought Into 
the mine, 
Uut gas, It !« held, is no 


respector of the sousons and Is all li- 
able to explode in the spring or sum- 
mer as iti the winter. Coat dust ex- 
plosions, it is explained, increase in 
violence from thMr origin to tho end, 
while this o«pl"Slon apparently di- 
minished from its origin, » peculiarity 
of gas explosions.
